-Studlfifi-Whlchl 1 headed a decade 
ago produced guidelines by which 
violent Criminals of the future can 
be detected with almost absolute 
certainty In childhood. The "pre- 
dictability factors," If coupled with 
nn Imaginative program of counsel- 
ing and treatment,' could In all prob- 
, ability be preventing much of to- 
'doy'a vlolonco. Yet, Ironically, these 
' llndlnga are nowhere being used in 
any anticrime effort. 

My flndlnsa actually got under 
way at Harvard University years 
before I became a sociologist. In 
- 11>36, Drr Ridiard Clarke Cabotr n* 
professor of soclnl ethics there, re- ^ 
fruity 1,000 boys from the slums 
of Cambridge and SomervlUe, Mass., 
for an anti-delinquency experiment. 
The youngatera were either eight 
or nine years old andf represented a 
racial and ethnic crons-sectlon. None 
had yet acquired a police record. 
, In the opinion of teachers, mln- 
' Isters, and others who know thorn, 
half of Cabot's group wore boys who

A young man I'll call Eddy Wood 
. typified this unique group. His fa- ' 
ther, an alcoholic who was himself 
— -a n—ex^o nvict, IglluieO Eddy COttl-,; 
. pletely ejoiQpt -to beat hini ' in er- 
ratic displays of discipline. On the - 
rare occasions he was home, the 
father also beat Eddy's mother it> 
the boy's presence. . 



. ..Eddy's tnollMr aidmitted she 
didn't like Eddy as a boy and 
couldn't help showing it. Eddy com- 
piled a minor' police record and 
openly admitted hating his mother 
[ and all women. When he was iZO, he 
picked up a girl and killed her. 

What is particularly compelling 
is the fact thnt the anmo kind 'of 
rock-bottom family background 
showed up for all the violent crim- 
inals — ev«n t/iouoA -tJultr' individual 
peraonalltiria and th«ir apceifle . 
crimen differed vHdtly. 

It In easy to understand why. For 
one thing', u youngster In "stiBh an 
unhappy home lesrns to view tho 
world as a threatening place In 
which he has to defend himself from 
attack. His first view of human be- 
havioi; la of violence. BothV^renta 
' teild Ho' be highly aggressive, and 
they teach the child, at least Im- 
plicitly, that one can fUfpress violent 
tendencies without Inhibition. As 
a means of solf-preservatiori, he 
may adopt a facade of mlltlness. 




But in reality he feels an intense 
inrifar rage against hie parents 
and, by extension, all human be- 
ings, too.

The older was treated like a 
femnle — given dolls and dresBca, 
for instance — :by the mother, who 
had wanted a girl. She rejected 
her Bocond son altogether. The 
fnthor ignored his flrst-bom and 
nbuBcd'the yo'unker: TKe pirentii 
fought violently themselves. To* 
day . the older boy has nevei^- 
comiilltt«d-a-vl(i)ent crlmft— but . 
in a homosexual. The younger is 
a convicted murderer.
